The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Claims 1 and 15-17 of the current application teaches similar subject matter as 
Yumiba et al. US 5289295, Hiratsuka US 6108441, Magee US 5231504 and Kobayashi 
US 5937089. However, claims 1-4 and 7-17 are allowed for the reasons pointed out by 
Applicant's remarks pages 8-12. 

3. It follows that dependent claims is inherently allowable for depending on an 
allowable base claim.
